River.

2, Bight 3,000-ton Japanese warships were engaged in patrolling the Shanghai- 
Hengsha (121-52, 31-18) area. 


3, There were thirty 80-ton gunboats, eight 800-ton IST's, and eight 1,000- 
ton warships armed with 3=inch guns on the Huangpu River, Shanghal. 


4. Wharves along the shores between Changhuapin (1728/54,78/3453) ‘and Woosung | 
were being reconstructed, The large wooden bridge near Changhuapin on 
the Woosung-Shanghai highway was rebuilt with reinforced steel.
